Thla castle was destroyed by an 


earthquoJee, though It ws-s riveted to 
tho hard rock.

There was a round of atate dinners 
and life waa very different from that 
In the quiet Sitka of today. 
Baretnoff

The mo.st Interesting part of latter 


day in Sltlca la tho raucherle to the 
left of tho historic Russian church 
and not far from the tombs of tho 
modlclno men of the Sltka kwan. Tills 
Indian village la full of traditions and 
a few Russians who have lived there 
huve been Interested enough to trans- 
late them. 
The approach to thla vil- 


lage la through an opening, once tlie 
stockyard gate, and the 
raucherlo 


proper consists of a double row of 
square frame housea which Cace the 
beach. The Indians keep a clean vil- 
laffe, are loathe to show their valua- 
ble blankets and tho women, love to 
dreee as tho whites, in. shirt waists 
and.fancy hata. 
But this Is an evolu- 


tion. 
There have been times when 


thes<» same Indians have distilled boo- 
chlnoo, burned house* and acted KCTL- 


so iinruly that a revenue cutter 


was sent to quell them. 


Tlvere aro no totem poto« tn tills 


ra*icberie, the style being to place a. 
•carving on the front oi A liouee and 
to announce the owner's XHUIM on the 
pln« door, 
Manr pot latchee have 


been held In thle vlTIage, but th* 
whites do not encoiirag'e th-em. For- 
merly they were in -vogue when a 
houae wfts built anxl tho owner waa 
compollod to po>y for thorn. 
The oc- 


casional potlatches now held are at- 
tended by all tho neighbors. 
Blan- 


kets of untold value arc given away, 
the invitation* are leaned many days 
In advance and pandemonium reigns. 
As the Sltka Indian thinks that tlxe 
potlatcb benefit* the dead> he Invltets 
the surrounding tribes and everyone 
who attends expects to receive food 
aiad some wearing apparel. Natural- 
ly, aa the Indian who is entertaining 
often stand* on the roof of hk) house 
and showers presents, he IB Impov- 
erished for life and the white* aro 
tryln* to put an end to this barborlo 
cwtom. 


Some of these Sltka, Indiana ro&k« 


remarkable line Jewelry and they are 
noted for the rare carving on brace- 
lets and rings, 
UJce the orientals, 


they He flat and cut with crude instru- 
ments and one can. frequently trace 
the Japanese -motif Jn the 
desjj^ns^ 


They are very fond of smoke-d saJmon, 
oil and breitd. Tholr broad, flat face* 
are deroid of expression and tbeir 
arms ore wonderfully. developed, due 
to the constant rowing: In canoea, 
Their chiefs or sbaroan, are burled 
with 
great 
ceremony 
and 
»bov» 


ground, but othor Indians are cre- 
mated. 
Every Sitka Indian delight* 


to barter in furs and old Russian rel- 
ics and all visitors to the modern town 
flnd a trip to the raucherle one of the 
moat interesting features of the place* 


As a matter of fact, Alas&a la not 


alone a country of magnlflcent re- 
sourcea, but of stirring history, and 
Sltka Is associated with the most 
vital coDQueut of the northwest. 
On 


the shelves In "Washington are rare 
boohs which, If they were translated 
from, the Russian, would throw much 
light on SltKa'a early days. Many peo- 
ple and several countrl&s have played 
their parts and the reports of the fur 
company, th« records of early travel- 
ers and various ships' logs tell curious 
and interesting: tales. There is a atory 
that so much fun was made of Secre- 
tary Se ward's purchase that 
cafes 


served; "Iceberga on Toast" and "Blub- 
ber »"u Natural." If these same poop la 
could visit Alaska, today they would 
admire the foreuight which advocated 
purchasing this country. Historically, 
it la rich in Ruaalari and American 
history, and. everyAlaakan lover appre- 
ciates tho thoughtfulness which hai 
preserved for the future a beautiful, 
historic and romantic piece of ground 
—ortft more national monument added 
to the few that we alr*ady DOSMM.
